SMtlatOk Cuba, Sept. 9.— Six caMS of 
i yellow feyer have developed In Colonel 

Sargent's Fifth immiiap regiment 

The cases have he«n watched closely 
for geveraJ days, and in the opinion of 
Colonel Harvard, cblef surgeon of the 
military department of Santiago, the 
diagnosis is unmistakably correct 

The victims have been sent to the 
yellow fever hoepltals and a strict 
iiuarantln6 has been established against 
the regiment, which it encamped on 
the hills along the Morro road, about 
two miles south of the city. 

There is a greiU deal of sirknfss in 
this regiment, but in the opinion of 
th« ntfrgsons no ttore yellow fever. 

All the other regiments now doing 
gariHon duty are In fairly good health. 

No uneasiness is fdt by Ofniiai 
Lawton or General Wood. The four 
members of the Fifth regular infantry 
who were sent to the yellow fever hos- 
pital 10 days ago, when tbey dlsem- 
barlced from the transport Knicker- 
bocker from Tampa, are doing well. 

The battalion Is still Isolated, bat no 
new eases have developed. 

The destitution among the Cubans is 
still appalling. General Wood Issued 
B2,000 free rations Wednesday. The 
capacity of the free-supply depots is 
^ not great enough to meet the demand, 
aad a new one li to be eataUiihed 
sbortly. 

V* Tr^akU With Aealniad*. 
Waahington, Sept 9. — Admlnistra- 

llon officials have had no recent reason 
10 feci tliat a serious condition of af- 
taiiH was at hand with the insurgents 
in the Pbilipplnes. It will be remem- 
bered that Major Ctoneral Merritt. be- 
fore starting for Paris, advised the. in- 
burgent leader, Agiiiualdo, that the au- 
thorities of the United States in and 
about Manilla must be reepected, and 
that in the Intareet of a Qulet aad or- 
derly administration of affairs it was 
desirable for the insurgents to vacate 
the suburbij of the city within a rea- 
iiouable time. Alwut that time Aguln- 
aldo gave asaurancee of co-operating 
wttb the American foroee toward tlie 
maintenance of order, and there has 
be«n no reason to believe that his ad- 
herents would give serious opposition 
to their removal frem the rabarbe. The 
tiae within which the movement is to 
be acconplished haa not expired, ac- 
cording to the understanding here, and 
a satisfactory arrangement Is expected 
before the time arrivea. In the mean- 
^^tlaie no reports have come from Oen- 
eral (Kli, "whe Is acting governor, pend- 
ing the absence of Oeneral Merritt aa 
to friction with General Aguinaldo over 
bli reUreneat 

NotMnv Last. 

Washington, Sept 9.— No official in- 
formation has been re<eivcd at the war 
department concerning tbe reports that 
the Spantarde are throwing their arma 
into the harbor at Baa Juan, Porto 
Rico, although it would' not be unex- 
pected. It is said that until the com- 
mission's report or until it comes to 
abme agreeneat regarding tbe arms 
In Porto Rico tod In the hands of the 
Spaniards outside of Santiago in Cuba, 
the United States has no authority to 
prevent them.

The Fourth Kentucky regiment boys 
had iMrdly got settled in their new quar- 
ters at Camp Hamilton, Lexington, be- 
fore Col. Colson received orders to move 
to Aaniston, Ala., at onoe. 

The order came Wednesda? night. 
The Lexington Herald say." : 

"The news waa received with enthu- 
tiasra by members of the regiment, and 
they only hope that they will get away 
before the order is countermanded. L'?x- 
I ington will be loth to give up the Fourth, 
for it has won many friends by the gen- 
I tlemanly conduct of its officers and pri- 
vates." 

A writer in the Herald pays the Fourth 
this compliment : "The Fourth regiment, 

which left I>oudon Park for Camp Hamil- 
ton on Tuesday, carried with it the ap- 
proval and good will of the people In the 

neigh borhooil nf whose homes CampCor- 
bin was located. This is perhaps the 
beat compliment that oonld be paid it. 

By earnest endeavor this regiment won 
and deserved the approval of those who 
were at first disposed to criticise; an ac- 
complishment requiring no little effort 
and determination. Its career since com- 
ing to I^xington has been unique.

Thest> 
rough iiiouMfain men responded more 
fully to an appeal to their honor than 
others have done. They were told that 
the women of Lexington distrusted them, 
and this aroused the chivalry oi heart 
which is innate in the moantaineer. 
Tliey set to work to eliminate first im 
pressions, and how well they succeeded 
iu their ilifHcult task is proven by th 
general veniict as to order kept at Camp 
Corbin, and the respect shown to visi 
tors. 

"It has been said that fewer arrests are 
made from the Fourth than from any 

regiment in the city. The men deserve 
great credit ii tliis be so. They have 
proven themselves worthy to be made 
American soldiers bf first oonqnering 

themselves. 
"Their neat appearance in the parade 

.Monday testified to a pride and care of 
their guns and uniloriiis, and, altogether, 
Col. .Murray was right when ho said with 
a shrewd twinkle in his eyes: 'I think 
we have surprised Lexington people.' "

Lewis County, met with a serious acci- 
dent a lew days ago. He was driving a 
pair of mnlea hitched to a mowing ma- 
chine and was carrying a shot-gun in one 
hand. Tiie machine ran over a stone and 
caused the gun to slip from his hand, the 
hammer of the gun striking something as 
it fell, discharging ouu baiiel, the con- 
tents entering hia left side and fracturing 
one rib. He in all probability would have 
bled to death before the arrival of a physi- 
cian had not a Miss Rigdon, who is a 
professional nurse, happened to be near 
the scene of the accident andjtook charge 
of the case. 



Wasbiwoton, Sept. 6.— The man that 
Waehiuutoii is disposed to make a hero 
of is General Joe Wheeler. With a great 
many here who have closely read the re- 
ports' from Santiago there ahidcs the be- 
lief that the gallant cavalry leader bad 
more to do with the victory there than 
any other one man. He was not in com- 
mand, but there are not a few reasons 
for believUig that at critical times he tut- 
nished the governing mind. 

But Washington is not thinking of 
things critical when it makes a hero of 
General Wheeler. Washington has known 
him intimately for a long time. He is a 
fine and loveahle man. He has the trae 
military spirit. 

When he met General Lee in the office 
of the Secretary of War a few weeks ago, 
he ran to him and thfevi both arms 
around his neck and patted the top of his 
head as though he had just found a son 
i or brother. He took General Alger's 
hands in both of his extended hands and 
shook them for several seconds while he 
tried to tell everything he knew at once. 
Such things were common the- whole 
time he was in Washington, and there 
was more made of him by individuals 
than any other man who has returned 
from Santiago. There has not bean the 
slightest crttioism of General Wheeler. 
He is Just as popular in both houses of 
Congress as he is in the city of Washing- 
ton. 

All of this has this importance; Gen- 
eral Wheeler has his own idea about the 
Cubans. He does not agree with the 
other military men. While in Washing- 
ton recently he said that the Cuban army 
was being sadly and cruelly misrepresent- 
ed by the American soldiers who have 
bden in Ooba. He deprecated the fact 
that the impression was growing that the 
Cuban army was nothing more than ir- 
responsible bands of thieving vagabonds. 
He said that most of the thieving from 
our troops waa done by refugees and 
straglers. Furthermore, he pointed out 
that the food that was taken was taken 
by famished men, often to relieve the 
si^erings of fanUsbed women and child- 
reu. 

"Do you call that stealing?" he said, 

with snapping eyes. "Xo, that is taking 
what belongs to one. It is not in the 
nature of haman beings, no matter how 
civilized and honest,* to starva in the 

presence of food." 

General Wheeler is full of lire and en- 
ergy when he prcr^cnts the reasons why 
he thinks the Culian army has been vili- 
fied. Ho is an ilrdcnt and vigorous 
champion of their rights and honor. 
The value of this lies in the fact tliat he 
will be in Congress when Cuban matters 
come up for settlement. Ou the floor of 
the House he will fight the cause of the 
Cuban insurgents just as valiantly as he 
fought the Spaniards in front of Santiago
